Gangi recovering 
from stab wounds 

John Gangi of Hastings Ranch, who was stabbed 
Aug. 7 at 2 a.m. in the coin-operated laundry in the 
300 block of W. Sierra Madre, is out of intensive 
care and will be home from Methodist Hospital, 
Arcadia, by the end of this week. 

Reuben Espinoza, 19, is being held in county jail 
with no bail following his arrest. Espinoza had lived 
in Sierra Madre for four months. 

According to Police Sgt. Larry Lutzow, Espinoza 
demanded money and when Gangi turned him 
down, the assailant stabbed Gangi several times. 

Gangi’s life was probably saved when Sgt. Jerry 
Skinner of the Sierra Madre Police Dept, stopped 
Gangi in his auto after he had gone through the stop 
light at Lima and Sierra Madre Blvd. Skinner took 
one look at the victim and called the local EMTs 
(Fire Department) who took Gangi to Methodist 
Hospital. Gangi had staggered to his car after the 
stabbing and was attempting to get himself to the 
hospital when he became unconscious intermittently 
at the wheel and ran the light. 

Sierra Madre police filed last Tuesday against 
Espinoza on attempted homicide and armed rob¬ 
bery. Espinoza was arraigned last Wednesday and 
the preliminary hearing is set for Aug. 28, according 
to Police Chief Bill Betts, Sierra Madre. 


Community forum Aug. 26 
about TheaterQuest proposal 


Monday, Aug. 26 at 7 p.m. is scheduled for a 
town forum at which residents will hear a presenta¬ 
tion by principals of TheaterQuest and will be able 
to ask questions. The meeting will be held in the 
Sierra Madre city council chambers. 

TheaterQuest is a nonprofit, educational cor¬ 
poration that has requested the use of the Memorial 
Park band shell to conduct an annual series of 
Shakespearean plays. 

The Sierra Madre News has published stories in 
the following issues: June 6, July 11, July 18, Aug. 1 
and Aug. 15 about the corporation. The Los Angeles 
Times and Star-News have also published stories 
with information concerning the possibility of the 
group coming to Sierra Madre. 

Sierra Madre Parks and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion has held four public meetings, including Mon¬ 
day, Aug. 19, concerning TheaterQuest. 

Next Monday’s meeting is an opportunity for 
the community to hear more about the corporation 


as well as to give input. The final recommendation 
from the Parks and Recreation Commission to the 
City Council will come on Monday, Sept. 16. At this 
reading, the City Council could take up the subject 
at either the Sept. 24 or Oct. 8 meeting. 

At the last Parks and Recreation Commission 
meeting all of those who spoke were enthused about 
the venture. However, at Monday evening’s 
meeting, most of those who spoke were concerned 
about traffic and noise that the influx of theater¬ 
goers might bring. 

Assistant City Administrator Sean Joyce 
tabulated the number of responses that came in to 46 
for the venture and 23 against. Commissioner Bill 
Sullivan, in an excused absense, stated that he was 
not supportive of the project as it stands. 

Senior citizens presented a petition of 41 
seniors in opposition of the project. 

In a nutshell, TheaterQuest would like to have

Commissioners’ reactions 
to proposed theater production 


Parks and Recreation Commissioners at Mon¬ 
day evening’s meeting had varied opinions 
themselves about TheaterQuest. 

Some of the questions they have already heard 
answered are about the number of nights that the 
plays should run, parking, noise, cost, insurance, 
what the seating would be like. President Eric 
Waterhouse has said repeatedly, “Everything for 
TheaterQuest is negotiable.” 

They are also satisfied with the background of 
TheaterQuest and have read all of the incorporation 
papers and by-laws of the corporation. 

They feel comfortable with Waterhouse, presi¬ 
dent, and his enthusiastic group, which includes 
such names as Lamont Johnson, Bruce Gill, 
Timothy Farrell, Tina Cocumelli Kirby. 

Commissioner Caroline Brown believes that an 
opening date of 1992 is too ambitious and suggests 
waiting one more year. She also suggests parking 


restrictions on local streets. 

Commissioner Bonnie Garner believes that 
parking can be solved, and she stated, “We’re not 
taking the park away from the residents.” She says 
she would like to see the theater go. 

Commissioner Sheri Burnett said she believes 
the traffic will be a problem unless parking is out of 
the area and people are shuttled to the park. She also 
worries about the number of nights the theater is 
planning to run and is concerned about the safety of 
the bleachers when no one is seated on them, i.e., 
kids who might play on them. 

Commissioner Ron Coleman wonders if the 
idea will actually increase the tax base and if 
TheaterQuest will attract other businesses into town. 

Commissioner Gloria Giersbach said she would 
like to see something come of the proposal as Garner 
suggested. She would also like to see briefer com-

Community responds 


to BID 



In an effort to sample the community’s choice 
of whether or not the Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict (BID) - which has been a strong matter of 
dissent in the community - would pass, The News 
performed an unscientific straw vote, walking door- 
to-door in downtown Sierra Madre both Thursday 
and Friday last week. Some of the merchants 
and service people were out-of-town or out-of-the- 
office. Those who remained had a real juxta¬ 
position of opinions. They follow. 

Christopher Valencia from Christopher’s Custom 
Jewelry said, “I’m so mad I’m ready to close up 
shop. I joined the chamber as a board member 
in hopes of helping the community as well as help¬ 
ing myself. We’re not a bunch of freeloaders.” 

What does he feel about the local businessman 
who offered the chamber $50,000, paying for those 
who feel that the assessment is too high? 

Valencia answered, “I think it’s a farce. Your 
own columnist (Dick Rogers) did a good job on it. 

1 don’t think it’s legal.” 

Does he feel the BID is going to pass? 

“We feel very certain that it won’t. There 
should be more consideration to the small businesses 
that are going to be of lesser value (assessments 
are based on the size of the businesses). It’s 
a political scheme to count the ballots based on the 
dollar assessment. It should be—it must be—on 
a head count.” 

Gil Lucero of Restaurant Lozano said, “I am 
in favor. 1 would vote positively because I feel 
that in general it’s a positive initial step for 
the improvement of the business district in Sierra 
Madre.” 

Has Main Street Chamber of Commerce ac¬ 
complished anything? 

“Definitely,” he answered and said, “The most 
important thing I feel is shifting the general atti¬ 
tude to a more positive one, i.e., I feel that 
they’ve created an atmosphere which rewards posi¬ 
tive progressive discussion of suggestions for im¬ 
provement.” 

Concerning the gift of $25,000 from the City 
Council/CRA at last week’s meeeting, Lucero said, 
“I was impressed with what I heard from the 
City Council. I feel that their comments exhibited 
wisdom and leadership. One of the council people 
asked a question concerning the consultant. The 
question was, if the process was initiated, how long 
would it be initiated for? The answer was that if 


a majority of opposition were to come forward at 
any time, it’s (the BID) out. I think that puts a 
lot of pressure on the program but 1 think aptly. 
The way the program is set up and the require¬ 
ments from the council will force it to be propelled 
forward or to force it into non-existence.” 

Don Maxwell of the hair salon said, “I think 
it’s a good idea but Main Street is not doing 
a lot that’s visible. What’s being done doesn’t 
warrant its cost.” 

Karen and Sue from 45 Bean Town said, 
“We haven’t had a chance to evaluate the program. 
We’re in favor of anything that’s going to improve 
the business area. There are some caveats to 
that: management of the money, priority of pro¬ 
grams. The money’s not excessive if it’s used 
properly.” 

Jerry Meyer from Paper Palace said, “The BID 
doesn’t have a chance (of passing). We’ve got 
all the votes. We have documented votes. I’m 
sick to death of hearing that the people against it 
are ‘nay’ sayers. Realistic is not being negative. 
I’ve been here for 10 years. I run a straight¬ 
forward business and I try to support the com¬ 
munity.” 

To the question of whether or not the BID 
is going to pass, Judy Webb-Martin, president of the 
Main Street Chamber of Commerce, answered: 
“This is a difficult time for Sierra Madre and we 
are at a crossroads. With the tremendous amount 
of volunteer effort that has gone into the MSCC 
activities this far, it would be a shame to bring 
it to a halt. We all benefit from a few who pay 
their volunteer dues. 

“We would, of course, prefer it this way, but, 
unfortunately, this hasn’t provided enough funds 
for us to even pay for advertising, let alone 
staff, promotion activities or improvements such as 
tree wells or street cleaning. 

“The only way to run an organization is with 
a budget, and a group of dedicated people who 
are willing to carry the ball. We obviously want 
this to pass and are hopeful that it does but we 
also want to bring an end to the dissent within 
the downtown area and hopefully align us to be 
more productive in our own personal businesses 
as well as a unified group to work toward common 
goals for the whole town of Sierra Madre.” 

Herb Shollenberger of the taxi company said, 
“I have some first hand experience with one of 


these (assessments). For years in Monrovia I was 
assessed. As a service company I felt I received 
nothing in return. The retail people could con¬ 
ceivably have gained a small amount from the busi¬ 
ness promotions. All service companies and all 
professionals such as doctors and dentists received 
nothing. I do not approve of the BID. As a 
business property owner, you may be assured that 
the costs will be passed onto the other people 
who have to pay which in turn will be passed 
on. The only person left to pay is the ulti¬ 
mate consumer. If by some horrible miscarriage 
of justice the BID should pass, it would be unthink¬ 
able not to have an automatic sunset clause attached. 
Past history shows our temporary taxes become 
extremely permanent. A classic example is the 
internal revenue service which was a temporary 
tax imposed in 1937. We’re still burdened with it 
as of this writing.” 

Jim Bradley of The Arrangers answered, “Al¬ 
though the BID is passed off to be a good idea, 
the bottom line remains that we should not have to 
be taxed or assessed for a Chamber of Commerce 
that cannot support itself.” 

Gordon Caldwell and Hal Jordan at Gem 
Plumbing think it’s “a good idea if it would 
work. I don’t think it will help us out here (on 
Montecito). I don’t see how they mean to make 
many improvements on Montecito.” 

Tracy Miller at Happy’s Wines and Spirits is 
for the BID and said, “I think it’s something we 
need - an organization that represents downtown. 

I think it’s a small expense and I believe it’s 
worthwhile.” 

Sue Taylor Colby of At The Beach is also for 
the assessment and said, “I think it’s an excellent 
pioposal. I think that an organization which 
helps promote the business district that is run and 
managed in a professional manner by the business 
pe ople themselves has been a long time in coming. 

“Change is inevitable. The uniqueness of Sierra 
Madre has allowed the business district to be pre¬ 
served. We need to know someone’s there doing 
the work while we run our businesses. Even though 
the spirit of volunteerism is very strong in our 
community, when we’re dealing with the possible 
demise of America’s downtown Main Street dis¬ 
tricts, we need to utilize the strength and united 
effort of professionals.”

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Hot issues 
steam village 

Rarely is a town the size of Sierra 
Madre beset with two issues that split 
the community so dramatically. 

Right now Sierra Madre has one that 
is driving a wedge in many friendships: 
the BID—the proposed Business Im¬ 
provement District. 

There is another one of less division 
but still there: whether or not the com¬ 
munity should allow a group to hold 
Shakespeare plays in Memorial Park. 

The proposed assessment that would 
be levied against all business and pro¬ 
perty owners in the downtown Main 
Street area has people not speaking to 
each other. It has, according to op¬ 
ponents, caused a cohesiveness within 
those who are against it. 

According to proponents, it has done 
this because the opponents still don’t 
understand the proposal completely. 

You hear terms on the street such as: 
“I’m not against the idea — just the 
way they’re going about it.’’ You hear 
others who say: “If they’d listen to 
what it offers them, they’d vote for the 
BID.” 

Those same arguments, however less 
festering, are being applied to the desire 
for TheaterQuest to organize an annual 
Shakespearean festival in Memorial 
Park. 

By the time you read this editorial, 
you will know that the Parks and 
Recreation Commission has set next 
Monday, Aug. 26, for a town meeting 
at 7 p.m. to give the community an op¬ 
portunity to hear the proposal and to 
ask questions. 

However, the BID won’t be put to 
rest until the Sept. 10 City Council 
meeting when proponents and op¬ 
ponents will argue their cases and pre¬ 
sent their “votes.” 

It won’t be an easy decision. 

And, as Mayor Pro Tern Gary 
Adams said at the last City Council 
meeting, “I’ve never received the 
number of phone calls or had 
such a hot issue as this one since I’ve 
been on the council.” 

That Sept. 10 meeting will be a deter¬ 
mination of what could surely affect 
the future of Sierra Madre for years to 
come.

Carrottop revisited ...

Here is something that I will never forget. 
Here I am, a small weekly newspaper editor- 
publisher in the great state of California and 
it’s 1968, the year of the general election when 
Gov. Pat Brown was going up against Ronald 
Reagan. 

One other hot thing on the ballot for this 
year was a proposition, and I think I remember 
it to be Proposition 123. Anyway, it had 
something to do with property taxation and the 
real estate industry was up in arms to defeat it. 

John Curtis, owner of Sierra Madre 
Realeteria, headed the drive in Sierra Madre to 
defeat the bill. He was also a very well thought 
of member of the Arcadia Realty Board. 

One day John came into the newspaper of¬ 
fice. He had a card about the size of a regular 
business card. In large type it said “Vote No on 
Proposition 123.” Then it gave a few lines as to 
the falacies of not voting no—and then the elec¬ 
tion lines of required information as to who was 
responsible for the remarks. On the back it 
said “Ronald Reagan for Governor, Send Pat 
Brown back to his attorney friends.” 

John wanted to put out a couple thousand 
of the cards around town and neighboring 
towns. Two days after they were printed John 
was back in the office. The cards were all gone. 
Other real estate businesses wanted them and he 
had given them away. We figured down the 
price on the cards and decided that we could get 
by at $5 per thousand. 

John had the real estate roster for the state 
of California, so we decided to take 100 
postcards with the information on them and 
send them out for orders. The orders were 
tremendous. 1000, 3000, 5000 and 10,000 
orders came from all over the state. 

At the newspaper office we made a plate 
consisting of 40 cards per sheet, and started 
the presses running. We sent out more 
postcards and received some answers that they 
were Democrats. Could we please leave this off 
the cards? If so send me so many. We then 
thought up several more reasons why you 
should vote no and put them on the reverse side 
for those who wanted the governorship com¬ 
ments eliminated. 

John and I figured that if we paid the 
postage and took care of the wrapping and 
mailing, this would be his share. I would fur¬ 


nish the paper and ink and the cutting and do 
the printing. That would be my part and then 
we would split the proceeds. After the election 
and the blue smoke disappeared it was found 
that $2345 was used as postage and $24,768 was 
used in ink and paper. We had rented a Pitney- 
Bowes postage meter so the amount left over 
was a little over $7000 which we split. The pro¬ 
position and the governorship of Brown lost. 


Two weeks before the election I received a 
registered letter from a group of attorneys in 
Los Angeles notifying me that Gov. Pat Brown 
was herein sueing the Sierra Madre News for 
$1,000,000! That’s right, folks, one million 
dollars for derogatory remarks made in the 
newspaper. This kinda set me back but only for 
about three hours. I had a city attorney friend I 
talked to. He asked me point blank, “Did you 
say anything that was not true or that you can¬ 
not substantiate?” “No,” I said. “I have 
documentation for everything that I have put in 
print.” “Editorials were strictly my opinion 
and I said so when they were printed.” My at¬ 
torney friend told me not to worry. “We’ll 
fight it when the time comes.” 

The time came. The election was over, Pat 
Brown lost and in the mail the next day I receiv¬ 
ed another registered letter telling me that the 
law suit had been called off... 

The reason given to me by my attorney 
friend was that many times when publications 
are printing facts the candidate will threaten 
suit, feeling that the publication will get scared 
and cease and desist in printing further articles. 
I do not know for sure how many of my 
editorials were reprinted in other newspapers 
but I do remember some 12 waivers allowing 
them to do so. 

Now here is the beauty of the whole story. 
Pierre Salinger was Pat Brown’s campaign 
manager. The day after election one of the local 
television stations was interviewing Salinger 
and the question was asked, “In your opinion 
what was the major thing you think defeated 
Gov.Brown?’ ’ Salinger answered, “a little ole 
weekly newspaper in the San Gabriel Valley and 
Proposition 123.” I was watching television 
that evening and heard and saw it...what a 
world.

Renaissance Plaza. When you look at it, 
there is a hint that with the right approach 
it could be made into a beautiful shopping 
nook. Can’t say that’s the case now. In 
fact, if we had a “Most Wanted” award, I’d 
nominate this area without blinking.

New 
retail stores would be nice, but apparently 
we have nothing in the works to keep what we 
now have. I’ve learned that we’re losing a 
business. . .Connie’s Boutique, this apparently 
due to the earthquake. I’d sure like to hear 
of some effort to make things work out for 


them, a business that is already here. . .but 
having difficulties. I guess that idea would be 
in the way of a concept or two. Lot of 
concepts going around. 

I’ve got a concept too. How about keep¬ 
ing our business area up to snuff in the most 
reasonable, decent, and correct way. . .in other 
words, clean up! There are some that do, and 
many that do not. . .just drive around and 
you’ll see where the problem is. 

While I’m on the subject, this street sweep¬ 
er that periodically makes its way into the can¬ 
yon to rearrange the dirt on the road, I’m 
volunteering my share of the time alloted to 
have this rig make an extra pass or two 
downtown at a time when the street can be 
adequately swept. Do I hear an amen? 

Happily may I walk.

Ed Kuckelkorn realizes dream - 


opens art studio, galleries locally 


How many people in 
Sierra Madre know that 
there is a sculpture gar¬ 
den located within the 
city limits? 

Ed Kuckelkorn, who 
came to Sierra Madre 17 
years ago, not only open¬ 
ed his Montecito Fine 
Arts 15 years ago but with¬ 
in the past year has ex¬ 
panded to 75 N. Baldwin 
where he has a studio, 
and an inside and outside 
gallery. 

And for this former 
“street urchin raised by 
GIs in Germany,” this 
is, indeed, a dream come 
true. 

“I was one of those 
war orphans at the end 
of the war (WWII) and 
the GIs fed me and took 


care of me. I was born 
in Germany and they ar¬ 
ranged for me to be a- 
dopted by an American 
family. I came here at 
the age of 10, lived in 
Burbank and dreamed of 
being an artist. Here I 
am,” Ed waved his arms 
around his handsome, con¬ 
temporary studio with its 
bright neon light announc¬ 
ing its presence. 

He said, “My empathy 
is for Americans. To me 
they are benevolent, kind, 
giving. I feel fortunate, 
lucky, happy to be here. 
Anything in America has 
always been so much more 
than the opportunities in 
Europe.” 

Looking around his stu¬ 
dio and wandering through 


his inside gallery is some¬ 
thing that all foothill peo¬ 
ple, whether artists or 
not, should experience. 
It doesn’t take a practic¬ 
ed eye to realize that the 
exhibits are by well- 
known artists, interna¬ 
tionally-acclaimed artists. 
There is David Palmer 
and there is Christine 
Panushka, both who live 
in Sierra Madre and both 
who are internationally 
famous. There is Katie 
Boyce who teaches at 
Creative Arts Group 
and is a former Alverno 
student. But then every¬ 
one should have the ex¬ 
perience, we reiterate. 

Kuckelkorn graduated 
from Cal State North- 
ridge and studied with 
Peter Plagens there. Pla- 
gens is now art writer for 
Newsweek magazine. 

Ed’s experience extends 
from being a creative di¬ 
rector in an industrial 
and graphics company, 
then to being an ad mana¬ 
ger for an agency before 
purchasing his own ad¬ 
vertising agency in West 
Los Angeles. After sell¬ 
ing the agency in 1977 
he had enough left over 


so he could “retire to pur¬ 
sue my lifelong dream of 
painting. I painted. I 
taught classes. It was a 
carefree time in my life. 
For awhile I was a por¬ 
trait painter. I did pen¬ 
cil work, oils, acrylics, 
water color.” 

And now he has been 
able to fulfill that dream 
even further not only by 
continuing his career but 
by teaching others. 

Ed’s work has evolved 
into mythology. “All 
cultures throughout his¬ 
tory have a base of myth¬ 
ology. The post modern¬ 
ist period has been over 
for the last 10 years. The 
new one has not develop¬ 
ed yet. There has been 
a lot of talk on post- 
historicism. We talk a- 
bout ‘myth-makers.’ We 
need new mythology and 
science. Starting 15 years 
ago 1 began reading and 
studying science, attend¬ 
ing lectures on physics 
at Caltech.” 

He believes that the 
people on the West side 
like to think they are on 
the forefront. “Not so. 
How about Caltech, JPL, 
the Norton Simon, Art 


Center College? We are 
beginning to rekindle the 
cultural spirit of the area. 
And that’s what I’m try¬ 
ing to do in this gallery,” 
Kuckelkorn said. 

He chuckled and shook 
his head, a square, hand¬ 
some face with prema¬ 
turely gray hair, “1 won’t 
live long enough to do 
everything I want to do.” 

One of those things is 
founding Sierra Madre 
Art Museum. Where? 
When? 

“You must have a sense 
of faith. When 1 started 
painting, my goal was to 
get a job teaching paint¬ 
ing.” And with each goal 
comes an even higher 
goal. 

“Los Angeles will be 
the art center of the world 
by the turn of the cen¬ 
tury,” Kuckelkorn pre¬ 
dicts. “New York is 
dead. Every major gal¬ 
lery in New York is in 
the process of opening 
on the West side.” 

Teaching young peo¬ 
ple is a special enjoyment 
for the Sierra Madre art¬ 
ist. “It’s good for kids. 
The kids who may not be 
so great at sports or who

Since the inception of the Business Improve¬ 
ment District proposal, Main Street Chamber 
has not only invited the merchants in the down 
town district to participate but has welcomed 
them to express their feelings, be they positive 
or negative. 

3. All parties affected by the BID have, and 
will continue to have, the power to put the 
BID in place and, conversely, to remove it. 
This program will never work unless it has 
not only the endorsement of, but the willing¬ 
ness of the downtown community to serve 
on the BID Board and contribute through 
committee work. With this process, Main 
Street Chamber is striving to provide a forum 
whereby we have the opportunity to share 
the positive aspects we all have to offer.

Dave and Audrey Morris whose business, 
Audrey’s, was put out of business because of the 
earthquake, said that they are “pro-BID, anti¬ 
proposal.” Dave continued, “Paying for the ones 
who say ‘no’ is a bribe and misses the point.” 
(He was referring to the businessman who offered 
to pay up to $50,000 to keep the BID alive.) 
“Everyone in Sierra Madre is not going to go 
bankrupt for $250. The argument is how the money 
is spent, not the amount of money. There’s so 
much in the budget you can do for nothing. 
Marketing research should have been done before 
anything was proposed. They can hire an intern 
from Claremont Graduate School to do it for a 
pittance in return for a good referral - go to a 
professor for a class project.” 

Frank Van Dongen of Harlequin Gallery was 
adamant about a remark by a councilman “that 
the Chamber of Commerce was not successful. 
When 1 came to this town 1 worked very hard. 
We got over 25,000 coupons in the Hawaiian promo¬ 
tion years ago. We had monthly mixers and 
Christmas celebrations. We need to get the right 


communication started instead of the shouting and 
not listening. We need the chamber. We need 
an organization that keeps promoting. We need 
a chamber that keeps out of the political arena. 
The assessment? Absolutely no. As a merchant 
I’m willing to pay for the goal to promote our 
beautiful city but not through assessment. The 
only way is for 100 percent cooperation from all 
businesses and every family of Sierra Madre to be¬ 
come an associate for $12 a year.” 

Joan Sheets from Little Stuga summed up her 
positive response succinctly, “I think it’s a great 
idea. We need something to give us some sub¬ 
stance as a downtown area.” 

Eileen from Brown/Eileen’s Touch, said, “I 
don’t mind paying for something that will make a 
difference in town in exciting programs. But I 
mind paying any assessment and supporting large 
salaries.” 

Because of time commitments. The News found 
it imperative to cease its straw vote with the 
above answers. Some are definite “nos” and some 
are definite “yesses.” Others leave us guessing.

mitments, perhaps only four days of the week. Her 
bombshell, though, was urging Eric Waterhouse, 
president of TheaterQuest, to approach the 
Monastery with all of their “open fields and moun¬ 
tains, also ample parking,” and get the theater out 
of downtown Sierra Madre. 

Chair Laurie Cooper explained that so many of 
the points in the original proposal were negotiable, 
according to Waterhouse. “I believe that to expect 
700 people to show up .for each play is a rosy 
dream...By and large, I am supportive and I believe 
it would be a nice thing for our community.” 

Coleman Monday evening reminded the com¬ 
missioners that a free Shakespeare festival is 
scheduled for Farnsworth Park, Altadena, by 
Charmed Life Productions of W. Hollywood.

performances for eight weeks in 1991, beginning on 
July 17 and ending on Sept. 6. Days would be Lues- 
day through Sunday with possible two on Saturday. 
Performances would run from 7 to 10 p.m. and 
cleanup would conclude about 11:30 p.m. 

TheaterQuest would be responsible for obtain¬ 
ing liability insurance, naming the city as an addi¬ 
tional insured. TheaterQuest and the city are conti¬ 
nuing discussions about parking and the former has 
indicated an interest in constructing additional per¬ 
manent restroom facilities, a stage expansion project 
and minor lighting improvements.

In our church the ad¬ 
vice of John Wesley is 
remembered: “Search the 
Scriptures.” In other 
words, a key principle 
for understanding the 
Bible is to read it thor¬ 
oughly and compare pass¬ 
ages with each other. 

Regarding marital re¬ 
lationships, a verse from 
Paul’s letter to the Ephe¬ 
sians is often quoted by 
pastors: “Wives, be sub¬ 
ject to your husbands, as 
to the Lord.” (Eph. 4.22) 
By itself, this verse is an 
incomplete piece of ad¬ 
vice. You have to read 
a little farther to find 
the other half of the 
original teaching: “Hus¬ 
bands, love your wives as 
Christ loved the church 
and gave himself up for 
her.” (Eph. 4.25) 


In other words, the 
Christian doctrine of 
marriage is a two-way 
street. It amounts to 
mutual service, each part¬ 
ner being willing to put 
one’s own desires aside 
for the sake of the other. 
It is not the same thing 
as a so-called “50-50” 
bargain. A lasting mar¬ 
riage is a “100-100” deal, 
with both sides giving 
completely and holding 
nothing back. 

This is a far cry from 
the relaxed, casual, adult¬ 
ery-oriented view of mar¬ 
riage that one derives 
from today’s entertain¬ 
ment media. Mutual ser¬ 
vice is a great goal for 
all of us who are married 
to strive toward.

It is entirely human to 
fail if that which is most 
important to people’s 
self-perception is 
denied them—namely, the 
dignity they derive from 
a genuine regard by 
others for their stature 
as human beigns. No 
educational, economic, 
or political plan can take 
the place of this essential 
human need; it is not a 
need that businesses 
and schools, or even 
governments, can 
provide in isolation from 
the supportive attitude 
of society as a whole. 
Such an attitude needs 
to be grounded in a 
spiritual and moral truth 
that all acknowledge and 
accept as their own and 
that, like the oxygen that 
serves all equally, breathes 
life into their common 
effort to live in unity 
and peace. Absence of 
the genuine regard for 
others fostered by such 
truth causes hopelessness 
in those discriminated 
against; and in a state of 
hopelessness, people lose 
the coherent moral 
powers to realize their 
potential. This vitalizing 
truth, we are convinced, 
is summarized in the 
phrase: the oneness of 
humankind. 

So essential is the 
principle of the oneness 
of humanity to the 
efficacy of educational 


programs that is cannot 
be overemphasized. 

Without its broad inf¬ 
luence such programs will 
not contribute signifi¬ 
cantly to the development’ 
of society. The very fact 
that businesses are 
themselves implementing 
educational programs 
is indicative of the glaring 
deficiency of the entire 
educational system. As 
we have already said, 
beyond the mechanisms 
of education lies the 
essential prerequisite of 
a proper attitude on the 
part of those dispensing 
curricula and, even more 
important, on the part of 
society as a whole. On 
this basis, education is 
not only the shortest 
route out of poverty; it is 
the shortest route out of 
prejudice as well.

Solomon Islanders 
love Americans 




Our American Museum 
of Natural History cruise 
of Melanesia had taken 
us to five islands in Papua 
New Guinea and now we 
are entering another famed 
cannibal kingdom, the 
Solomon Islands. 

Little known and rarely 
visited, some of these is¬ 
lands had never before 
seen tourists, although 
all have encountered (and 
sometimes dined on) mis¬ 
sionaries. 

Our first stop in the 
Solomons was Mono Is¬ 
land, in the Treasury 
Group where, according 
to our museum anthro¬ 
pologist, the natives were 
heavily Christianized. 

We were their first tour¬ 
ists and they had gone 
overboard to welcome us 
and show their love of 
Americans, including a 
laboriously lettered sign 
proclaiming, “Thank you, 
America, for saving this 
island” (in World War II). 

It brought a tear or two 
to the old eyes to know 
that, some 40 years later, 
SOMEBODY still apprec¬ 
iated what we 
sacrificed. 

Friendly native guides 
took us on a tour of 
the village and bid us 
a warm farewell. 

Stirling Island consisted 
mainly of a World War 
II airstrip, still used as 


a landing, with numerous 
rusting installations and 
military equipment. 

As we approached 
Lubaria, in the New Georg¬ 
ia Group, the next day, 
our zodiaks were greeted 
with awesome warriors, 
jabbing the air with spears, 
leaping and howling wild 
epithets, followed by a 
mock battle between two 
fearsomely painted sav¬ 
ages and a demonstration 
of how to shinny up a 
palm tree to collect the 
coconuts. 

The musical perform¬ 
ance included one of the 
most marvelous instru¬ 
ments this writer has ever 
encountered, called a lohe. 
We could have listened 
to it forever. Comprised 
of a 6 feet long, 5 inch 
diameter bamboo pipe, 
it produced tones like an 
organ, but with the per¬ 
cussion of a drum. The 
pipes were struck on the 
hollow ends with, of all 
things, an old zorrie with 
the thongs removed, pro¬ 
ducing pure music of the 
gods! 

Here the inlaid wood 
carvings surpassed all the 
previous ones we’d seen 
in New Guinea, truly mind- 
boggling in their artistic 
perfection. We came 
away burdened with nu¬ 
merous treasures, includ¬ 
ing three nguzunguzus

Local business 
closes because 
of June 28 quake 


Dave and Audrey Morris, who have closed 
their shop, Audrey’s, because they feel the build¬ 
ing is no longer earthquake-proof, are not sure 
what their future holds. 

“We’re suspending business. We don’t want 
to say we’re out of business but we’re just on 
hold. We can find places to go but we can’t 
afford the rent. The new stores are prohibitively 
expensive for retail, in our opinion.” Dave was 
referring to the newly built businesses that replace 
those that burned down nearly two years ago, 
those on the south side of Sierra Madre Blvd. 

What are they doing in the meantime? Dave 
answered, “Praying. I’m still working. We really 
don’t know what we’re going to end up doing. 
We’re not going to make that decision for at least 
a month.” 

Some of their merchandise is at Sue Taylor 
Colby’s At The Beach and Audrey said, “We want 
to thank all the merchants who offered us space. 
T hey are a group of wonderful individuals.” 

Audrey opened her shop July 24, 1990. 

“June 28 is what did it. They have to fix the 
front wall and, ultimately, put the building up to 
code,” Dave said. He continued, “Ron Hudson 
assisted in getting an inspector there right after 
July 4. We’ve had no contact since. We’re the 
only business that got put out of business. Your 
Color and Maxwell’s were out for awhile but are 
now back in business at the same locations.” 

Why did they open the business in Sierra 
Madre? “The clientele is the most wonderful in 
the world. We love Sierra Madre. We would 
like to resume our business here sometime in the 
future.” 

She said, “This earthquake has been more 
devastating that people realize, both physically and 
emotionally.”

Walter Vogel, now a 
resident at SierVa Madre 
Skilled Nursing Facility, 
was a tool designer for 
aircraft landing gears. 
The Apache helicopter, 
used so extensively during 
the Persian Gulf War 
and our first space shuttle, 
was just one of the 
aircrafts using Vogel’s 
tool designs. 

For 50 years he worked 
at Menasco Manufactur¬ 
ing Co. in Burbank, 
a company producing 
these landing gears. 
Retirement did not come 
until he was 83. 

Nothing is more 
impressive about this 
man, though, than his 
ready smile and wonder¬ 
ful sense of humor. It 
is a pleasure to be in 
his company and 
Walter Vogel, it is a 
special joy to salute you 
as our SMSNF Senior of 
the Month. 

Born, 1906, in Ham¬ 
burg, Germany, he came 
to the U.S. with his 
family in 1923, arriving 
at Ellis Island, then on 
to Los Angeles where 
relatives resided. In only 
six months he learned 
English and soon 
applied for citizenship. 
As a German immigrant 
he took a variety of jobs 
in order to be employed 
that ranged from 
working for the company 
making Hostess Cupcakes 
to Price-Phister manu¬ 
facturers of plumbing 
supplies. 

The Vogel family’s 
introduction to the U.S. 
came about when his 
father was a ship’s 
steward aboard the 
German ocean liner 
“Vaterland” (German 
for “fatherland”), at 
that time the world’s 
largest ship. Docked in 
New York just before 
the outbreak of WWI, 
the U.S. Government 
commandeered the ship 
and interned the crew. 
Later, his father was 
allowed, not to return 
to Germany, but to go 
to Los Angeles and live 
out the war with his 
relatives.

New Caprice sports v-shaped lights 


A new 1991 Chevrolet 
Caprice capped with a 
newlv-designed V-shaped 
light bar has joined the 
Arcadia Police Depart¬ 
ment’s fleet of 18 mark¬ 
ed patrol cars. This new 
model is one of six which 
will replace three-year old 
vehicles, reports Capt. 
Rick Sandona. The other 
five cars are expected 
to be in service over the 
next two months. 

Not only is the Caprice 
a new General Motors 
design, but the light bar 


is totally new, explain¬ 
ed Sandona. Designed 
to be safer for policemen 
as well as the public, 
the light bar features se¬ 
ven individual lights which 
can be controlled indivi¬ 
dually to focus on speci¬ 
fic areas. 

Instead of one amber 
light to the rear, there 
are seven lights which 
can also serve as arrows 
to direct traffic. 

Designed to be driven 
all day and all night, the 
Caprice contains a spe¬ 


cial police package which 
includes a special suspen¬ 
sion system, cooling sys¬ 
tem, heavy duty air con¬ 
ditioning, tires and spe¬ 
cial seats. 

Each of the new po¬ 
lice cars has a price tag 
of “$12,000 and change,” 
according to Sandona, 
who reported that the 
light bar runs at about 
$14000. 

During the three-year 
lifetime of a patrol car, 
it will run up some 
80,000 miles, explained 
the captain. 


Robbers miss gem sale 


A $1 million gem rob¬ 
bery was avoided last 
week when employees of 
Weisfield’s Jewelers 
deposited the valuables 
in the Santa Anita Fash¬ 
ion Park jewelry store 
last Thursday.

AAUW seeks educational equity 


Marie Salandra, newly- 
installed president of 
Arcadia Branch, Ameri¬

in Portland, Oregon. 

Nearly 2000 AAUW 
members from across the 
nation gathered to launch 
a new initiative aimed at 
improving America’s 
schools, the AAUW 
Initiative for Educational 
Equity. 

“AAUW in the Arcadia 
Branch will support the 


campaign to get girls into 
the national education 
reform debate,” said 
Salandra. “We also 
intend to act in our own 
community to eliminate 
barriers to education 
for women and girls.” 

To reach that goal, the 
local branch will show 
a new video, “Short¬ 
changing Girls, Short¬ 
changing America,” to 
educate the community 
on the urgent need to 
eliminate gender bias in 
the classroom, explained 
Salandra. 

Convention goers were 
told that preliminary 
findings of the Eleanor 


Rossevelt Fund Study 
suggest that girls from 
preschool to university 
consistently receive less 
teacher attention than 
boys and that teacher 
evaluations differ based 
on the gender of the 
student. 

“Not until we look at 
schools from the pers¬ 
pectives of girls will girls 
and boys receive the educa¬ 
tion they have been 
promised by the rhetoric 
of the education reform 
movement,” said Dr. 
Susan Bailey, director of 
Wellesley College Center 
for Research on Women.

fore, parking should not 
be a problem. 

Councilman Robert 
Harbicht stated that he 


did not think that park¬ 
ing was an issue, and that 
he was not convinced that 
this type of facility would 
be a problem. However, 
he said that he realized 


that there are a lot of 
people who are opposed 
to it, and he joined the 
other councilmen in vot¬ 
ing against the appeal 
on Tuesday night.

The center line of 
Orange Grove from Mich- 
illinda Blvd. to 300 feet 
west of Rodeo Rd. con¬ 
stitutes the mutual bound¬ 
ary of the cities of Ar¬ 
cadia and Sierra Madre. 
For some eight years both 
cities have been discus¬ 
sing a joint improvement 
project because of the 
deteriorated condition 
and to increase safety 
along this portion of 
Orange Grove Ave. 

Orange Grove residents 
who spoke at Tuesday 
night’s meeting recog¬ 
nized the need to repair 
their street, but most 
felt that to widen it would 
be condusive to addition¬ 
al and faster traffic. They 
also were concerned a- 
bout trees that would be 
affected by widening the 
street. Oliver North- 
cote, one resident, feared 


for his orange trees that 
he planted over 50 years 
ago. 

The design which was 
approved would require 
the removal of several 
trees and 31 trees would 
be root pruned, which 
would not “kill” the trees, 
according to Joseph Lopez, 
director of public works. 

He also pointed out 
the need to widen the 
street to allow for trash 
pick up to be conducted 
safely. 

The plan as presented 
does not call for a straight 
curb, but one that accom¬ 
modates the saving of^ 
trees, and helps to con-: 
tinue the rustic character 
'of the existing road. 

In other action at Tues¬ 
day’s City Council meet¬ 
ing, an urgency ordinance 
to extend a moratorium 
on tree removal was a- 
dopted. The council also 
turned down a request 
to charge entrance fees 
to Wilderness Park.
